lJull'iilo, March 10. — An evening paper 
publislios the following despatch from 
Washington to-ilay: 

" There is great danger of an armed 
collision between the Aiuerican and 
Canadian miners in tbe Porcupine river 
region, on the boundary between Alaska 
and Hritisli territory. This is a part of 
t!io AlasUan boundary that is not in any 
diplomatic dis|)Ute. It is deliued ck'iirly 
by tlie treaty, and follows the 141st 
meridian of west longitude. The loca- 
tion of tlie tneridian and of the boundary 
is merely a matter of surveying. 

" The situation is so serious that upon 
information contained in a letter from 
Governor Brady of Alnska to the secre- 
tary of tlie interior, the secretary of state 
has called tlie attention of the Britisli 
goveniiuent to tlie action of the Cana- 
dians, and has asked to have thcin re- 
called to their own territory. 

" It is not believed that the Britisli 
government in any way supported the 
trespassers, but it lia.s been suggested 
that tlie Canadian government, which 
has shown a disposition to disregard the 
rights of the United States, even to the 
e.xtont of clashing with the lionio govern- 
ment in London, has probably connived 
at the action of the Dominion miners. 
Its olHcials ix;rhaps secretly encouraged 
the Ctuiadian miners, with the view of 
ciainiing rights in the Porcupine region, 
which would only be conceded for a port 
in the cession of territory in the southern 
pert of Alasica, so as to give an entrance 
to the Elondilte from the Pnelfic througli 
British territory. 

"It is believed here that Great Britain 
will recall tbe Canadians, and it is hoped 
that this will be done before any trouble 



THE DOUBLE EXECUTION.. 

Spectators Rush for the Gallows and 
Tear Away Black Cloth to Wit- 
ness Death Agonies. 

Montreal, Mnrch 10.— (.Special)— The 
double execution of Mrs. Viau and .'>ani 
Parslow at Stc Scliouistique to-day wa.s 
the scene of a deplorable incident. 

At 8:04 the drop fell, and the nocks 
of both wore broken. Pnrslow's pulse 
stopped in twelve minutes; Mrs. AMnu's 
stopped in six and a half. Tbe bodies 
were cut down by Eadcliffe at 8:30, 

Immediately the drop fell a disgrace- 
ful rush was made by the spectators fen- 
the gullows and they tore awny the 
black cloth in their efforts to view the 
bodies. Father Moloch upbraided them 
from the scaffold but to little effect. 

An inquest was held and the usual 
verdict returned. Parslow's body was 
taken to St. Cnnonu for interment; and 
the governinont also granted permission 
for the body iif Mrs. Vinu to be given to 
her friends. Tlie jieoplo outside tlie gao! 
remained till the afternoon, and several 
lights took place. 

The doctors agree that death in both 
cases was instantaneous. Tliere was no 
motion of either body after the trap fell. 
Tlie cundiicl (rf tlie iirisoiiers on tile scaf- 
fold exciteil ge!ier:il ndiniration. It was 
lliinighf that owing lo the long conline- 
menl they would not exhibit such nerve. 
A screen se|iar;iled the two.

Ivondon, March 10.— .V despatch from 
Allahabad, capital of the northwest prov- 
iuccH of India, says it is reported there 
from Yarkand, Chinese Turkistau, that 
a large force of Russian troops has ar- 
rived at the Itussian post Fort Murg- 
habi on tjic Jlurgluihi river with the in- 
tention of seizin;,' Sir-I-Kel, a hundred 
mile stretch of territory north of the 
Mustagli mountains, which was left un- 
defended by the Pamir boundary commis- 
sion in 1895. Its seizure by Russians 
would cause complications with Great 
Britain. 

The Pamirs, groat and little, are one 
extensive tableland of Central Asia call- 
ed by the natives the "roof of the world". 
They are bounded on the south by the 
Hindoo Ivoosh nHnintaius and the plat 
eau forms the central node whence radi- 
ate the principal mountain ranges of 
Asui. The tract is mainly under Russian 
authority but Sir-I-Kel, in which is Lak^ 
Sir-I-Kel, the headwaters of the Oxus 
river, has remained disputed ground 
since 1S05. 

Pekin, :\Iarch 10.— The Chinese foreign 
ollice has received a despatch from St. 
Petersburg saying that as a result of 
negotiations between RussLa and Great 
Britain the Russian minister will with 
draw his protest against the Hongkong 
contract. The Hongkong contract i 
identical with the Niu Chang contract.

near Sir,— We understand that a proiw.sl- 
tlon wa« made by Mr. I.,ehuian, who Is con- 
nected with the Port Augelea Eastern rail- 
road, f«r a Victoria connection with the 
road, which we very much regret. At that 
time, certainly, there was no data In this 
office upon which a proposition of any 
kind could be based, and nt this writing we 
»re Ignorant of the wants or desln-H of 
your pe«ple In the matter. Therefore we 
would Buggest that you call a meeting of 
your citizens or place the matter before 
your board of trade, Inviting reprcHenta- 
tives of the road to be iireseut, when the 
matter could be placed In a position to 
sabuiit some plan for our mutual Interests. 
Toars truly,

,Mr. CX C. Moody wrote asking that a 
public meeting be called to consider Ills 
private mint proposition, olTerliiu' to place 
certain information be bad before :i cum- 
mttee. 

The letter was receved and tiled. 

It was aaovcd by Mr. O. U. Barnard, sec- 
onded by Mr. Kenouf, and carried: That 
should a member of this committee absent 
himself from three consecutive meetings or 
the committee small ipso facto cease to be 
a member thereof, and tUe committee may 
proceed to choose by baliot a ratepayer 
of the «lty of Victoria to act on the com- 
mittee in place of such member so absent- 
ing hlroself. 

The report of the committee on the ooii- 
BOlidatlon of tbe debt and tlie reduction of 
the city's area was taken up and discussed 
at some length. 

Mayor Uedfern did not think that any- 
thlnR wo«ld be gained by the consolidation 
of the debt. 

There was a long discussion on the ad- 
visabliit.v of invoBtlng the sinking funds 
in city debentures, some claiming that a 
saving could thus bo effecteil and others 
that nothing would be gained. There Is 
about $200,000 to the credit of the sinking 
fund account In the Bank of British North 
America, drawing 4 per cent. It was pro- 
posed tfcat this should bo invested In the 
city's 5 per cent, debentures. 

It was moved by Mr. Renouf, seconded by 
Mr. Uorrls, and carried: That the question 
as to whether any advantage would result 
to the city by the purchase of 5 per cent, 
redeemable debentures with the amount to 
the credit of the sinking funt account bo 
referred back to the committee. 

The redaction of the city limits was next 
taken up. Mr. Hunter asked If the coni- 
mlttne h.-iil considered the question of the 
Indian Teserv-e In proposing that the harbor 
should be the westerly bonndnrv of the 
city. He pointed out that when tbe rcseri-e 
was settled part of th<« reserve might be 
securr"^ for a park. There was also an 
objection to the reduction of the limits 
on political gronnda, and the creditors of 
the city might object 

Mayor Redfern felt that the dlfneultles 
in the way of reducing tho limits were in- 
Burraonntable. 

Mr. Uunn ssld he did not think the com- 
mittee Trluhed to seriously suggest that 
tho llmita be roiliieed. He did not tbiiiU 
the people of Victoria West wo\iId care 
to give np the bonellts tliey had derived 
by being taken Into the city. 

The clause suggesting that the boundar- 
ies be rednccd. was -struck out. 

It was moved, seconded and carried that 
the action of certain members of the com- 
mittee In declaring fifteen to be a quornm 
be endorsed. 

Tbe report of the committee on streets 
and brldgCH was next taken up. 

Mayor Itedfern aiiiioiiueeil that owing to 
the failure to secure an amendment— 
through an oversight on tlie iiart of tbe 
AttoriM>T-<;i'ii('ral -lo the local liiitirnvcini'nt 
(.•laiKSOH of tlie Municipal act. very litti" 
could be done this year In the way of strci i 
paving. The council would have to dcviii - 
their attention to permanent sidewalks. 

The committee decided that eurbings 
should be of granite, and not of concrete. 

Hr. Seabrook suggested that the timber 
for street paving be secured this year and 
be piled to season. It would last very 
much longer If this was done. 

Aid. Humphrey said Is was hoped that 
the city woDid shortly have an engineer 
wlio had bad experience In laying pavC' 
monts. The question sbonld be left to 
hlni. 

The committee was treated to a long 
address by llr. Mnrebnnt on bicycle taxes 
and bicycle paths, which led Mr. Ilunler to 
remark that he believed the only wheel Mr. 
Marchnnt had was "a wheel In his head." 

The dlscnsfllon on the question of taxing 
bicycles «Bd building paths with tbe pro- 
ceeds ending In the proposition hcing laid 
-over until the next meeting. 

The committee adjonmed, to meet again 
next Friday evening.

THE ALLANS' LATEST. 

FJoatiug I'aJaces Noaring Completion to 
Give Fast Atlantic Service That 
Uovcrnmeiit Has Bought. 

Prom Syrcu and Shipping, Feb. 8, 1809. 

Few vessclB afloat have achieved such 
:i world-wide popularity as the well- 
known Allan liner Farisian, which Ita.s 
temporarily been withdrawn from nclivo 
iiorviee for the puin)osc of being litted 
with new engines and boilers of consid- 
erably greater power thnu those with 
which Hho wa.s oqnipped when built. 
The laat voyage she eomiileted was her 
14:7th, and made tbe 10th round voyage 
during 189S, the time occupied in their 
accomplishment being 9 months, 28 days. 
During IS'JS the I'arisian carried 7,518 
pus.sengers, and did not havo a single 
death on board. But Uie part which 
this famous ship has played in linking 
together lOnglund and Canada is still 
more appareut from the data of her total 
passenger work. In all she has carried 
3U,320 saloon, li2,lS0 second saloon, and 
U0,07U steerage voyagers, a grand total 
of 121,504 passengers. The distance she 
has covered totals 832,621 miles, an aver- 
age of B,C64 miles per voyage; the pas- 
senger average per voyage being no less 
than 827 souls. As showing the high 
favor in wliich tlie ship and Messrs. 
Allan's methods are held by tho nautical 
community, we may state that ninny of 
tlie sailors and officials still attached to 
tlie I'arisiau joined her on her lirst voy- 
nuo. So much for tbe old; now for tbe 
new. We illustrate herewith one of the 
two new Allan boats, the Bavarian, 
wliieh we recently had the pleasure of 
inspecting on the stocks at -Messrs. 
Denny'.s famous yard nt Duuiliarton, 
under the guiUauce of Mr. Leslie Denny. 
Our illustration shows the Bavarian as 
she will api>oar when linisbed. The 
Tunisian, a sister ship, which will be 
similar in every respect, is in course^ 01 
ccuatructiou by Messrs. Stephen, at Lint- 
houso. Both ships are 10,000 ton twin- 
screv.' steamers of high speed, and, like 
all the Allan Ueet, are fitted with bilge 
keels. As our illustration shows, the 
dock space is to be remarkably roomy, 
tlie boats being carried on a i peciully 
constructed boat-deck, so as to a:;ord an 
entirely uninterrupted promenm' dock. 
Superb accommodation will be provided 
for 200 first saloon, an equal n Jbor of 
second saloon, and 1,000 stcerag passen- 
gers. Large refrigerating act lumoUa- 
tion is to be provided, and i.liogelhcr 
these two magnificent vessels will, in 
point of speed, size and luxury of equip- 
mc-nt, mark a new era in the hij.tory of 
steom comiuuuicatiou with Canada. Tlie 
completion of the Bavarian and Tunisian 
is being pushed forward with all speed, 
so that they may be e.xiK'Cted to make 
their entninee into the St. I.awreiice 
trade during the approaching season. 
ISIeanwhile tho Caatilian, the new 8,S(XJ 
ton Allen liner built by Jlessrs. ^\ ork- 
man, Clarke & Co., of Belfast, is sched- 
uled to sail from I/ivorpool on her lirst 
voyage on February 2:!. In addition to 
a large passenger accominodation, slie 
has a big carrying capacity, and will thus 
enter for the requirements of both pius- 
sengors and shippers. Tbe provision of 
these vessels is Messrs. Allan's practical 
answer to the unfortunate delays which 
have marked the establishment of the 
Ung delayed fast mail service. Such 
boats as the Bavarian and Tunisian 
would have been provided years ago, but 
such a step, in view of tho possible ad- 
vent of a heavily subsidized '20-knot ser- 
vice, was hardly advisable. .Messrs. 
-V'lan, however, grew tired of waiting, 
and wisely resolved lo strengtlion their 
fleet— both i)a3sen'.'er and ciirgo— without 
further delay. In fact, it is alone due 
to the shulHing policy of the Canadian 
government that the improved facilities 
which tile new bo.-its will alTord were 
not placed at tho disposal of Kiiglisb- 
Canadinn passengers years ago. If. in- 
stead of fiddling aronml in- the fasliion 
for \Tliich thov made (hemselves uiieiivi- 
nldv nolorbuis ii few iiionllis ago, thi'

There has been a shtitll.'' across .Tauu 
l$ay. which will be inttM-estiufr news t 
certain gentlemen, who have bwni look- 
ing with anxious eyes in that direction 
in anticipation of chanpes, which would 
load to (heir promotion. Mr. Semlin 
has Kiven up his position as Conimis 
'sioner of Public Works and taken that 
;>f Provincial Secretarj', with which we 
understand the duties of Minister of 
IDducation are to bo associated. Mr, 
Co'tton takes the Public Works Depart 
rni'iil in addition to that of Finance, a 
eoinbinatioii of oliices wliicli we think 
will not be regarded as judicious. With 
every appreciation of Mr, Cotton's abil- 
ity, wo beg leave to doubt if he is com 
l»eteiit to do justice to the task that he 
has assumed. Mr. Hume remains at tin 
lioiid of the Department of Mines, and is 
nndoubtedly better fitted for that posi- 
tion than any other morabor of the gov- 
ernment, lie will find sullloieiit tn keep 
him busy, if he does his duty, as li 
doubtless will. The Colonist has for 
some time boon Of the opinion that the 
Department of Mines should bo given a 
separate status. Mr. Martin remains 
Attorney-General. 

In its mention of these changes, tlu 
Times feels I'alled upon to state that :Mr. 
Semlin says they w.-re made entirely 
upon his initiative. AVc suppose this is 
intended to forestall any suspicion that 
tliey were made by direction of Mr. .Mar 
tin. 

No very great interest attaches to the 
changes, except so fur as thoy demon 
airate to certain supporters of the gov- 
oronicnl thai tlii'v have been playtvl with 
Promises nf iiolitical prel"ermcnt. oi 
course vaguely expressed, were as plenty 
M blacklmrrics during the session, 
When our neighbor, Jlr. fliggins, came 
to the rescue of the ^oveninKMit on the 
Uupudiatioii liill, he uuiloMlite<lly was 
.tniinaled by llie belief that his friendship 
would receive a reward in the shape of 
the Provincial Secretaryship, which he 
fought he would be safe iu accepting 
Hfter the disfranchising of a hundrt>d or 
more of the electors of Esqniinalt. Oiw 
nr TUor(.' nieinbers from the Interior were 
(liiite hoix'ful that the official lightning 
would strike them, and thoy had their 
lightning rods conspicuously displayed 
Itut tliis was not Mr. Martin's plan, lli 
has n cabinet now which he can ii.sc 
he likes. lie has given Mr. Cotton sulll 
cieiit i)romineiice and patronage to grat 
ify his ambitions. For himself ho amis 
higher. He wants power, mid he i 
taiuly has it. Uow long he will keep ii 
is another story, and the uew shuttle will 
have a tendency to loosen his hold. 



A NEW NATIONA)!/ POUCY. 

We find in the Toronto Globe an eili 
t'iri.il under the above caption, and em 
pliasis is givi'ii lo it. tiy "douhle-leailing." 
Tile iirlic-Ie. a]i|ieariiiK as il does on llie 
eve iif a si'ssimi of pa rliaiiieiil and jiisl 
after i.he interruption of negotialioiis 
with the United States, is so very sig- 
nificant that we quote some of its prin- 
cipal paragraphs. It opens as follows; 

OauadiauH have at the present moment 
,a rare opportunity of enforcing n new 
Nutioual Policy, a National Policy uf- 
feetiug products which are more truly 
nntive products than oven those of the 
farm or orclinrd. In these we have 
rivals everywhere, but in white pine, ui 
pulpwood, iu. nickel, iu lead, we have 
commodities :in which we enjoy somo- 
tbing of the nature of a complete or 
partial monopoly. We were quite willing 
to turn these into the continental volume 
of exchauge, but as this has been vetoed 
through' no fault of ours the next move- 
ment must bo to nial^e the very most 
possible out of the advantage. 

Many persons will agree with us when 
we say that the (ilolic bas been exceed- 
ingly lardy in recdgni/.ing this to be the 
correct policy fur ('imada, and the same 
observation ajiplies Id the political lead- 
ers, whoso views, it is to he supposed, 
the Toronto. organ now expresses. If the 
courso - now" favored by the Globe lind 
been taken a year ago, the Canadian 
commissioners would pndiably not have 
ivtunied from Washington empty-hand- 
ed. However, better late than never, 
ami as tlie Liberal party is Iu the saddle, 
<>very one will be glad to see that it bus 



awakened to its duty in the premises. 
Perhaps the disappointment caused by 
the collapse of negotiations with the 
United States is not too dear a price to 
pay for this recogDition fit the; cardinal 
principle of tbe Conservative party by 
the men now in power. Next to the 
carrying out of Conservative principles 
by Conservatives, the adoption of those 
principles by Liberals is most to be de- 
sired. 

The first matter discussed by the Globe 
is the pulp industry, and it points out 
that the free access to the forests of 
Canada is all that enables the pulp mak- 
ers of the United States to control 
foreign markets. The .Vmerican innnu- 
facturer in liaiidiciipped by a short home 
supply, which is diminishing every year. 
The viee-presiileiit of the American I'liUi 
and I'aiK-r Association is (lUoted as au- 
thority tor the statement that Canada 
can become a powerful rival of the 
Uniteil Slates, even in the domestic mar- 
ket. The t;i(die thinks the Ontario leg- 
islature should promote pulp manufac- 
ture by prohibiting the exportation of 
logs from Crown lands. As a general 
priipiisitioii the e.\piirtalion of raw i)r(r 
iluce. which can he uiaiiiiracturi'd at 
home is mistaken polL<y, because an ar- 
ticle in its riushed form means the em- 
ployment of more labor and cousequently 
the iiaying oiil of more money than ai-e 
involved ill the e.xiiort of the raw ma- 
terial, iierbaps even two or three times 
as much in many cases. 

The Globe next speaks of the nickel 
industry. Nickel matte is admitted duty 
free into the Unite.l States, and eon 
sciinently it d<ies mit pay to erect retin- 
eries in Canada. Vet we almost control 
the ui(d;el supply of the world. There are 
mines in Now Caledonia, but they are 
not serious competitors. The way 
secure the erection of a Canadian 
tiiiery is to place a prohibitive export 
duty on nLkel matte, and the Globe says 

•the govcrumont has the power to im 
pose it and should use it fearlessly." 

The article closes with a reference to 
the lead industry in this province and 
some general observations which 
quote; 

The condition of silver-lead mining in 
British Columbia should also be imiuircd 
into. The same tariff game is worked 
there with respect to the lead, so that 
of the growing production in British 
Columbia the American smelting eoin- 
panies get an undue proportimi. 1 la 
duty amounts to about .$33 a ton on tlu 
lead. In 1897 British Columbia nunerf 
i;aid $000,000 for the privilege of liav 
ing their ores admitted to the Liiited 
States for treatment, and the amount 
would probably be ,$8(10,000 or .$!)l)0,(KHl 
in 1808. Of Ibis large snni but little 
goes into the revi'iiues of the United 
Slates, for when the smelter exports tin 
lead to Canada or Great Britain the iluty 
of one and a half cents a pound is re 
mitted and goes into his iiocket. All llial 
the miner receives is about ^f'M a Ion for 
the lead contained in the ore, wlii 
he biivs it back from the smelter il ' 
him from .Slid to .^.SK a ton. In a r( 
interview .Mr. I). D. .Mann said:— "The 
silver-lead iiiining industry of Canada, if 
properly fostered, will give more employ 
meat, |)ay bigger wages and enrich nior( 
people than the lumber, tisliing and seal 
ing industries of llie Dominion combin- 
ed." This may be somewhat e\ag, 
ated, hill il at least shows the opiniiiii of 
a shrewil oliserver "ho knows whereof 
he speaks. It is well worthy of car< 
fill iiKiuiiy, with till' view of seeing if 
this wasle is al all necessary, and 
whether il could not lie corrected by 
strong policy. ltel;ilialioii wcjiilil he 
foolish polic.v. .\ll that is aimed at is 
do whatcvcT seems to be to our ad- 
vantage, ami when ilic jirospective ad- 
vantages exceed any ti'inporary disad 
vantages we should not hesitate to plan 
for the fiiturc. The people, we believe, 
will support the various governments in 
liursuing « wise, hold and self-sulHcient 
Canadian policy, while steadily pursu 
ing the Idea of gauiing a constantly in 
creasing market for our conimoditips in 
the motherland nnri affording a reciprocal 
market for British goods here. 

This is certainly a notable argument to 
find in the colnmiis of the tilobe, ami 
while it would not be in human nalun 
to refrain from congratulating it upon its 
ciuiversion to Conservative principles, wt 
must express the lioiM? that the views ad- 
vauc-<'d by it will be carriel into pffeet at 
the earliest possible day. 

THAT TRANSPORTATION AD- 
VERTISBJIKNT. 

The i-'ublicity given to the absurd nd 
verlisemi'iits for the transportation oC 
supplies to the Yukon, by the Colonist' 
article of yesterday, has had tlio effect 
of arousing men of nil shades of politics 
in protest against it. Strong protests 
will he made at Ottawa, and w<' believe 
the ndvertiseiueiil will be recalleil. .\ 
prominent Liberal says that the ridicul- 
ous jiroiiosal is the result of the iiillnence 
of Mr. Ilealey, of the .Vlaska f'ommercial 
Company, with Major Walsh, whose 
iilens receive more weight with the dc^ 
liarlni'Mii. of the interior thini they ought 
lo. .\s .Mr. Healcy's company i^ ]iv\\r- 
tically the only one that would unilei^ 
take to- make n contract for such a ser- 
vice ns was specified in the call for ten- 
ders, tlic plan was substantially to give 
him the job at his own price. This looks 
like a reasonable explanaliiMi. but it is 
(luite loo biirefneed a proposition to suc- 
ceed. 



The Globe mentions some of the mcmi- 
bers of the b.-.r who have been passed 
over in the nomination of Queen's Coun- 
sel. Wo think it will bo conceded that 
one of them, at least, ought to have been 
Included in the list under any circum- 
stances. We refer to Mr. C. E. I'ooley, 
of the oldest, ablest and most le- 
spected members of the profession, and 
a gentleman who has long been Identi- 
fied with public life in this province. 
Mr. I'ooley has been on more than one 
(H-i.asion offered ihe prianiership. Ho 
has tilled the position of President of the 
Council and Speaker of the House. He 
has bi-on identified with the whole devel- 
opment of the administration of justice 
iu the province. His personal repnlation 
is above reproach. We think every uicm- 
ber of the bar, exce|it Mr. .Joseph Mai tin, 
would have been glad if the distinction 
of the silk had been conferred upon him. 
.Votbing betrays the narrow character of 
tbe .Vttorney-Gencral more than the 
(uuissiou of Mr. I'ooley's name from Uie 
list. It also detracts from the value of 
the compliment to tbe gentlemen who 
have received it.

TWO TRAINS A DAY. 

What the Northern Pacific Mean by a 
Double Daily Train. 

A circular has been issued by the N. 
P. R. explaining how it Is propos(^d to 
I run the double daily tTanscontiiieutal 
1 train service, which starts on Sundiiy.

1 tlie Piiget Soinnl 
Liniiti'il. :i the (>io:,'iin Tiiniited gidng 
west, iiiid No. 2 the Tu-iii City Mail, No. 
-I the Twin City TOxpri'ss, going east, and 
will contain in tbe aggregate more than 
1(11) cars of various sorts. Each train 
will have a mail car, a baggage and ex- 
[iress cur, first and second class coaches, 
a free colonist sleeping car, n Pullman 
tonrish sleping car. a (lining car and one 
or more I'ullmaii first class slei'ping cars, 
so that everything and everylxaly's |ioc- 
ketbook can he accommodated. The 
dining cars are a part of the solid 
through trains and no one need therefore 
go hungry. 

Train No. 1 will li-ave St. Paul at .S:.", 
a.ni.: train No. .'! at lO:-!;") p.m.; after 
;dl trains have arriveo from the east and 
sdutli. morning and evening. Train .No. 
'J will leave Portland at 11 :.'!(» a.m. and 
train .No. 4 at IIMMI p.m., arriving at St. 
Paul at '2:i)() p.m. and 7:''0 a.m.. respci-- 
tively. in time for all dejiartiiig trains 
eastward. OiU' train goes via ITclena. 
Mont., and mie via Bntte, in each direc- 
tion. These trains run throngli the mosi 
import, ml cities of the .Northwest and 
are hanlcil liy new and enorinnns Sclie- 
nectady lo<'om(itlves. making, when ne- 
cessary, 7.") or Sll miles an hour.

Among the passengers for a be I'^ist 
from Vaucouver yesterday was Mr. S. D. 
Soott, one pf'^the cemmissioneis having 
In hand the preijaration of a Tcprcsenta 
tive exhibit from Canada at the World's 
E.vposition in I'aris during 1000. Mr. 
Soott has been iu Victoria for a week 
or more in oonfm^encc ■with the, govern- 
ment as to British Columbia's represen- 
tation and all lhat can be baa been done 
to ensure that It will be worthy of the 
splendid resources and bright future u£ 
this western province. 

'i he liist ana chief obstacle to the pro- 
per representation of ISniish Liulunibhi, 
at this great fair is the inade(iuacy of 
tlie siiace available. Tlie governinent or 
the province is asla'd to prepare a col- 
lection of exhibits, purely provincial ixi 
character, and which shall uppropriutely 
represent the mining, lisliiiig, umber and 
agricultural interests, as well as tlie edu- 
cational system of liruish Columbia. 

Vet to do this the province may only 
have its fair proportion of space in tlie 
;/,»,(jUU siiuare feet allotted to Canada 
as a whole. 

'I he projectors uf the I'm is expositiuu 
have lulopu'd a decnlealy leverse princi- 
ple to that (U the Ulucago lair iiroiiiolers 
in their selection of gruuiuis. 'ihe new 
eeuiory cxpus.tioii will be held in what 
is known as the Tioeauero garileiis, m 
the very heart ot the t''renca capital, 
and hence it is that conscrviUioii oi 
space is a lirst necessity, tlie cun- 
Lculion being init torwaiu llmt the choice 
of exhibits will be more ciireuii ana visi- 
tors will be able to see aiui cujoy every- 
tning, as they were noi able to do al 
Chicago, lost ill the umze ot (luaiility. 

A total space of ;ir>U,UuU sijuaie leet is 
all that is allowed by the exposition au- 
thorities to Great tJriiaiii and all her 
colonies, and of this the iioine govern- 
inent has allotted to CauaUu about oue- 
cighlh, or ti'J.OOO sijuare feet— lii.tJOO leet 
being iu what is known as the colonial 
liui.uiug, auu the rumamiug xz,injn tuei 
in the various Imperial buddings. The 
Cauudian commissioners aigue irum the 
very restricted space at their command 
that it will be out of the question to 
think of sub-diviuing the Canadian sec- 
tion fur the cumpoueut ptoviucus, and all 
their contributions will therefore be 
treated simpiy as parts of a Dominion 
exhibit. It will, however, be so arrang- 
ed that . agriculture, for example, will 
be in one section — minerals in another, 
forest products in a third, etc. 

Creat care will be taken by those in 
chaige, so that only the very best speci- 
lueus of each resource or iuj)ustry shall 
be exhibited, and the quaiiiy of the 
whole will therefore be preserved at the 
highest standard. They will be judged 
iu comparison with similar things pro- 
duced iu othe^ countries, and will be ex- 
posed to severest crlticisiii. It will tbere- 
foi% be the aim of the British commis- 
sioneis to select the best specimens from 
all parts of the jfimpU'e, aud submit the 
huest only, the present not being a com- 
petition of one part of the Empire against 
other parts, but of the whoie l!,mpire 
against the rest of the world. On the 
same principle manufacturers and pro- 
ducers iu every line are urged to unite 
as much, as possible in the preparation ol 
exhibits, to avoid duplication and to pre- 
sent the best aud the best only. Such a 
plan, although it culls for eonsiilerable 
seif-sacrilice on the part of individuals, 
it is anticipated will assure a degree of 
comiileteiiess not otherwise to be attain- 
ed anil which will go far to promote the 
conimon interests of the Empire as a 
whole. 

The Canadian commissioners in mak- 
ing a rough sub-division of the space 
at their eommami, have estimated that 
the following may in justice be allowed: 
Agr.cnliuie, iu all its branches, 7,000 
feet or thereabouts; food products, -1,500 
sipiare leet; mines, minerals and i|uar- 
ries, ;!,000 sipiare feet; forestry, L'.OtJO 
sipiare feet; and education and instruc- 
tion, 1,000 sipiare feet. These are the 
spaces which Uritisli Coliiuibiaiis are 
most (lirc<.'tly interested in, and they are 
urged by tlii.' coniiiiissioiiers to do all 
in their power toward furthering the ef- 
lials of the government to .secure a 
creditabk' exhibit — always keeping in 
niiiid that on account of the very limited 
s()ace the exhibit in each branch should 
be shown as a collective one from the 
province as a whole. 

The :f,00O sciuare lee; ; i he devote,! to 
mines, mining and (ninrries, \, m I ' i.llet- 
ted in the -t^oloniai building-,- the (i,o.).; 
s(iiiare feet for agriculture and its iiro- 
diicls will be in the same department; 
tl,c 2,000 scpiare feet for forestry will 
h.ive also to provide for hunting and lisli- 
ing exhibits; and the 4,500 si|iiare feet 
for food products will cover not only 
liirinaceous foods, but all preserved 
meats, canned fish, etc. 

Touching upon the allotted sikkc for 
the mining section, the provincial miiiis- 
ler, Hon. Mr. Hume, has communicated 
(o Coiumissiouor Scott a strong urgunient 
ill siiiiport of his request that the greiUer 
put of this be placed at the disposal of 
liritish Columbia. He points out that 
the space here, as in other departments, 
is entirely inadequate to a tliorough and 
lepresoutative exhibit of Canadian n' 
sources and industries, regretting that 
the efforts of the Dominion govcinment 
were not more successful i|i securing an 
enlargement of space, but at the same 
time admitting that in view of the re- 
stricted allotment to the whole Empire, 
one-eighth for (Canada cannot be de- 
nounced as an unfair projiortioii. 

Looking at the mutter as it stands, 
however, and taking up British Colum- 
hiii's chief iiidustry--iiiiiies and mining— 
Hon. .Mr. Ilunie directs attention to the 
fact that the total spiiei! for the whole 
Dominion is put down at .'!,OUI) siiuare 
feet, while Hritisli Columbia alone had 
at the Chicago World's Pair 12,000 
square feet devoted to this industry. Can 
the Dominion exhibit as a whole be got 
into .'(,000 sipiare feet, bo naks; if tliis 
is a fact to Ik? accepted as disposed of, 
he fully aiipreciates why the commis- 
sioner rules that the mines and mining 
of the Dominion nuist be grouped as one 
exhibit- 
It is at the same time extremely desir- 
able that the I )oiiiiiiii)n exhibit" should 
be again sub-divideil and space allotted 
to each province in proportion to its out- 
piil, UrilJsb I'olunibia on this fair basis 
o,'" calctilalion being entitled to at least 
one-third, if not half, the whole Domin- 
ion space. The latest Diniiiiiion statis- 
tics, it is pointed out iu this connection, 
.sl.,!W that in 1,S;)7 the mines of British 
Colimiliia produceil the following iiroiMir- 
tiou of the total nominioii output: Clip- 
per, •lO iier cent.: gold, -l-l per cent.; 
it'iid, 99 per cent.; silvt't, 08 per cent.; 



platinum, 100 per ;<;enti5;it^li-;86 per 
cent; coke, BO per' cent; 

Last year British Oolumbia's produc- 
tion of metals was upwards of 50 per 
cent, of the total output for the whole 
Dominion, and taking these figures Into 
consideration, together with the fact that 
the Eastern mines have already reached 
mature growth, while the industry in 
British Columbia is p.s yet iu its infancy, 
Hon. Mr. Hnmo inaintains that 50 per 
cent- of the Dominion mining section 
Biiaee is only a friir proportion for the 
I'aeilic province, 

\h for the forestry se<!tion, British 
Columbia's chief resource being in raw 
material for structural or ship building, 
Hon. Air. Hume suggest:; that the con- 
struction aud littiiig ot the forestry room 
lie given to British Columbia, which 
would not in that event allow injustice 
to be done the important subject. 

Mr. S. F. Morley, who returned to 
Victoria from Loudon last evening, says 
that the French are very hoiwful of 
making a complete and signal success of 
their great show, and for this reason 
n.ore tlinn any other desire to stc>er clear 
of all internation.'tl complieations.

0Ot|NTRIB8 DEVOID OF TREES. 

Something About ii' Barren Districts 
• Around "the; Mfsdlterranean. 

Anyone who has '.travelled through the 
comparatively treeless-countries around 
the Mediterranean, 'such as Spain, Sicily, 
Greece/ Northern Africa, and large por- 
tions of. Italy, must fervently pray that 
our own country may be preserved from 
so dismal a fate, says President ChatiDs 
W. Eliot. It is not the loss ot the for- 
ests only that is to be dreaded, but the 
loss of agricultural regions now fertile 
and populous, which may be desolated 
by the floods that rush down from the 
bare hills and mountaTlis bringing witli 
them vast quantities of sand and gravel 
to be spread over the lowlands. 

Travelling a few years ago through 
Tnuisie I came suddeidy upon a tine 
Roman bridge of stone over a wide, bare, 
dry river bed. It stood some 30 feet 
above the bed oC the river and had once 
served tlie needs of a prosperous popula- 
tion. Marvelling at the height of the 
bridge above the ground I asked the 
French station master if the river ever 
ever rose to the arches which carried the 
rcadwny of the bridge. His answer tes- 
tified to the flooding capacity of the river 
and to the strength of the bridge. He 
said, "I have been here four years, and 
three times I have seen the river run- 
ning *ver the parapets of tliat bridge. 
That country was once one of the richest 
granaries of the Roman empire. It now 
yields a scanty support for a sparse and 
semi-barbarous iiopiilation." The whole 
region round about is treeless. The care 
ofthenationalforestsisaprvoiifor oist . .(i 
of the national forests is a provision 
for future generations, for the iierina 
ncnce over vast areas of our country 
for the great industries of agriculture 
and mining upon which the prosperity 
of the country ultimately depends. A 
good forest adininistratiou would soon 
support itself.— Atlantic Monthly.

Bxcltinc Scenes Described by One Who 
Witnessed Tnem. 

Mr. Arthur Houghton recounts in the 
March OcUtury some exciting scenes that 
oecurred in the Spanish capital while the 
late vrax was' in progress: 
. As lonc.as.thc popular demonstrations 
in the. Btrects of the capital and otlier 
.great towns were limftcd to patriotic ex- 
.pressiona of opinion the government 
looked on, and did not care to interfere 
actively. It dawned upon the authorities 
at. laat that these demonstmtiona were 
being uBed by •wire-pullers for other than 
patriotic purposes. 

But matters •■nine to a climax wlieii the 
war actually oroUe out and the (,'ovoru- 
ment could no longer let the capital of 
Spain be night after night under mob- 
law for hours, street tralUc suspouded in 
the main arteries of commuuicatiou, 
shops and cafes hurriedly closed for fear 
of disturbance, and theatres nearly empty 
since the patriotic mobs had t,'ot into the 
habit of forciuK their way into them to 
insist upon tlio baiuls playing the "Cadiz 
March," while all the audience stood 
and cheered in self-defence. The mobs 
grew nasty one night, and in the Sovilla 
and AJcala streets, iho Madrid Broad- 
way, demantled that the American em- 
blems be torn down from the line olllces 
of the Mcluitiible Tjife Assurance Society. 
Tlieir cries were complied with. Every- 
thing American was taken away, and a 
notice put up warning all trespassers that 
the land and buildings were mortgaged 
US a suaranty specially for Spaniards 
whose lives were insured by tliis foreign 
company. The rioters then smashed the 
windows of the former ofllces of the Into 
American dentist, Tinlser, whose succes- 
sor, by the way, Ls an out-and-out Cas- 
tilian, who will not got therefor a cent 
of damages. The New York insurance 
office in the Puerta del Sol fared no 
better, and all outward signs of national- 
ity had to be removed instantly. The 
papers, far from condemning these ex- 
cesses, coolly said that the ire of the 
mobs ought not to be spent on American 
offices, but would far better be aimed at 
the well-ttnown residences and persons 
of representatives of the American press 
in Madrid. 

The government at last thought timt 
the demonstrations might become very 
troublesome for the regency and for its 
ministers. It elected to put a stop to 
them one evening when, singularly 
enough, the mobs had not been so violent 
as usual; only they had thought fit to 
cheer themselves hoarse under the wm- 
dows of General Woyler, tlio advocate 
of war to the knife, who boasted of hav- 
ing asked Canovas del Castillo to let hnn 
remain in offlce long enough to exter- 
minate the rebel Culians and then in- 
vade the United States with 50,000 vet- 
erans. From AVeylor's home they at- 
tempted to go to the corner house of the 
Oarrorn de San Geronifflo, opposite the 
Oortea, where Sagasta had been living 
for some time. They hissed and yelled 
to their heart's content at some distance, 
kept back by the police and the civd 
guards, who charged them with drawn 
sworda. The mob made by side streets 
for the Salle do Sovilla, wlicre they hoot- 
ed Senor Agnileri!. He had just left Sa- 
gnsta, after obtaining the assent of the 
cabinet council to surrender his ,)owers 
into the hands of the military authorities, 
as ho confesse<l that ho could no longer 
control the turbulent elements of the 
capital. 

I went to the Puerta del Soi some 
minutes after the governor had been so 
roughly welcnnioil l)v the crowd in the 
Carrcrn do S.in Geronimo. Right across 
the Seville street wore 50 mounted civd 
guards like motionless statues, flanked 
by companies of font jwliee, and beyond 
I could see the mob surging about the 
Cuatro Calles. where fouv stre(^ts moot. 
Hisses, whistles anil hooting rose on the 
night air. Every balcony was full i)f 
people. Mv tramway car soon pulled up 
opposite the Casino behind seven others, 
all whistling vainly for free way.

The trials of nurses are discussed by a 
wrlti?r In a recent Issue of the New York 
Auvcrtlscr and after discussing the rela- 
tions of the doctor to the patient, goes on 
to sny: 

To the noniau not a doctor or a nurse 
the genus patient Is only significant as a 
means of grace. But, being a woman, she 
1b likely to have plenty of opportunities 
presented to her for Improving herself liy 
the discljillao that nursing Implies. My 
lady's manner for the first hour In the 
morning with Bridget, for calls, dinner 
parties and her own fireside, differ in many 
respects, but la all these various social re- 
lations she Is the lady still, living up to 
the traditions of sanity and good breeding. 
But let n hendache or a cold or any of the 
other minor ailments overtake my lady, 
.•■nd w hat happens'^ If she Is the average 
woman, she feels permitted to juggle with 
the laws of proportion until her megrim 
becomes the most Important thing In the 
Jiluotcenth century and the casing of It the 
only thing worth tvblle. 

'I'hcn the trials of the lay nurse begin. 
The beadnchc Is uncomfortable, but not 
severe enough to require the doctor's fn- 
tervontlon. Accordingly thc'poor lay nurse 
trots Ill;e a water spaniel. First she rum- 
nia(,'eH aliout iinil liiids a bottle of cologne. 
The patient s(Mids it away— she can't bear 
the odor. Alcohol comes next. The lady 
inirse wlslies to dable her fingers in It, and 
draw them through my lady's hair, in long 
cool sweeps. Jly lady will have none of it. 
ft would muss her hair. She decides to ho 
Ilrm thoufjh goutle. But the patient had 
niiMitliol in her eye once nnd she weeps at 
the tlioimlit of It. Tl.e lay nurse makes 
yi't anotln-r oxporlmeiit. and lays a coM 
clolli over her charge's eyes. The cold 
MiaUcs my lady slilver. Then the lay nurse 
laUes counsel with herself. If she Is the 
ordinary lay mirse she will go on fussing 
till the headache has worn off, and she 
has one her.wlf. If, however, slie has 
HtreuKth of mind and puriiose she will roliel 
luletly at this point. She will darken the 
shftdes, leiivo the window open a crack, put 
n hendneho tablet and a glass of water on 
chair l)y the bed, and a hot water bag 
nt the back of my lady's neck. Then she 
will shut the door behind her, go awny and 
lead a novel. If she peeks through the 
Keyhole an hour afterwards she will prob- 
ably And the tablet gone And her patient 
sleeping. An hour after that she will not 
be surprised to feel an arm stealing around 
her neck and a soft voIcp whispering In her 
car. "I'm very sorry I was so horrid, dear, 
but my head did hurt so." If the lay nurse 
Is some thing more than human she will re- 
sist this plaintive appeal, and point out 
the necessity of behaving oneself, even In 
spite of a little pain. But she probably 
Isn't, and the next time my huly has a 
hcadnebo she will go through the same per- 
formance. 

There are various kinds of pallenls. nnd 
It la bard for a lay nurse to say wbieli 
|p worst. The patient tyrannical Is an ex- 
.■ispenitlng type It Is true, but lieeaiise of 
n ecrlnlu positive nuallty, easier to deal 
with than the patient who at the slightest 
rppn.neb of discomfort collapses like a 
pricked biiloi>n. All the obligations of mii- 
(iire yearn pll|i off In a nioniept. 

The patient tacllurn, too (usually a mnnl. 
Is >iiiiilcas;iat to deal M'lth. lie turns his 
face to the wall nnd closes up like no 
oyster. While Ills tender wife stands beside 
him, liec.^'lns hlni to toll her whetlier It's 
his lot)lb lhat aches or his ear, he only 
grunts. He won't have the doctor nnd he 
won't take anything she gives him. lie 
nings off jinultli'es and throws his pill box 
to till" Moor. Indulgence for such a patient 
Is fatal. Be needs nn Iron hand. 

The patient lacryuKise makes ttn- ex- 
hausting pull on the nurse's nerves. She 
nuist cousolc, cajole and wipe away the 
tears, with the assurance that a near death 
Is not the prospect, and that the next day 
win ftee the patient ready to walk around 
the imrk. 4 , 

The whinlug patient Is perhaps most try- 
ing of all. For a whine eyen In health is 
nn ovU thing, but intenslfled hy Sleltness It 
Is unendurable. This pntlerit whines over 
her raedlclno, her breakfast, her bed, even 
her flowers. Her thanks are a whine. .She 
whines 8O0O morning and whines good 
uigbt. It to just a habit. It doesn't rellov 
her mind, but after a day or two with her 
the nnrso would find an Insane asylum a 
pleasant retreat.

■ WHBBBAS it Is expedient that perma- 
nent sldewalkaifBhonld be laid "In the busi- 
ness portions of ■■.the City, . 

Therefore, the .'Hunicipel Council of the 
Corporation of the Olty of . Victoria, -enttets- 
as folio wb; 

1. The Council may, by resolution, de- 
termine from time to time to construct 
and lay permanent sidewalks of concrete, 
brick or such other materia! as may be 
approved by the Council, with granite 
or oencrete curbs, upon any streets or 
street, or portion of' a street within the 
limits hereinafter mentioned,- ' and not al 
ready having any pcrinanent' sidewalk, and 
may specify what sidowaIk8.lt is, desirable 
to have so constructed, and whether such 
work or any portion of It shall be done 
by day labor or by contract, and If there 
shall be a concrete curb In front of the 
street or portion of a street where such 
sidewalk Is intended to be constructed, the 
Council may direct that such curb may 
form part of such sidewalk in- place of u 
granite curb. 

2. On the passage of every such resolu- 
tion, pad after It shall have been entered 
In the minutes of the Council, a copy there- 
of- shjall be transmitted by tho Clerk to 
the City Engineer. 

On the receipt by the City Kngineor 
of a copy of such resolution, it slinll be 
his duty to proceed at oucu to make an 
stinmte of the expense or cost of such 
sidewalk, nnd to ascertain nnd determine 
what real property abuts upon the street 
or portion of a street where such side- 
walk Is to be constructed, and will front 
on such Intended sidewalk and be Immedi- 
ately henellted by the proposed Improve- 
ment, and the City Engineer shall ascertain 
niid aeternilne the cost of such .ihlewiilk 
per foot frontage, and tho proportion In 
which according to such frontage the as- 
.scsHinent is to bo made on the various 
portions of the real property so benefited, 
and shall make a report of all such mat- 
ters to the Council, and shall therein state 
what real property will be Immediately 
benefited by the proposed Improvement, 
nd an estimate of the probable cost per 
foot frontage of the proposed Improve- 
ments, and the amount thereof which 
shonld be assessed against the property 
mmedlately benefited. 
4. The owner or owners of the real prop-

■Jate of the adoption by the Council of

In Anticipation of tho Receipt of Its 
itevcnue for the year 18!)!). 
WnKRKAS by virtue of the "Municipal 
Clauses Act," every Municipality may, 
under the conditions contained therein, bor- 
row from any person such snm of money, 
not exceeding nn amount equal to the 
total amount, of taxes upon land or real 
property, aa-Bhown by the Revised Assess- 
ment Roll o^ the Municipality for the year 
1808, and bearing sudi rate of Interest 
as may be requisite to meet the current 
legal cxpendltnre of the Coriwratlon which 
becomes payable out of the annual revenue 
before the revenue for the year becomes 
payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas tho total amount of taxes 
upon land and improvements or real prop- 
erty,, as shown by the Revised Assess- 
ment Roll of the Municipality of the City 
of Victoria for the year 1808, was $248,- 
704.50; 

And whereas to meet the current legal 
expenditure of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria for the year 1809, payable 
out of the annual revenue, before such 
annual revenue for such year becomes pay- 
able by the tnxpny^ers. It is requisite for 
the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding Sl.K^OOO: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows:

At i)ri.'sent there 
hut on(.' Hritisli vessel Inking lumber 
in British Cohimbia, ami while a ntimber 
Hritish ships are now olTering for 
lumber, this fact is al Irilnitabli' to tin.'

I'lie foreign lumber trade (jf tin.' l':icilie 
Norlhwest luay be said to have been 
nono|)olized by the .Vmerican ships since 
ils eslablishinenl, and it is not likely that 
they will 1j(> driven out of the field. 

-N'or is it in the direct saving of pilot- 
age that thi' I'uget Sound shipping linns 
have the advantage over their Britisli 
(.'oinnibia coinpelitois. The absence of 
iinpnlsiiry pihitag(> iiaiurally takes the 
nroprirl iiiii of inciniiing craft lo I'orl 
Angeles oi- I'liit. Towiisend in prel'ei'i'nce 
lo till' Koya! lioads. lCs(iiiinial I or Vii- 
toria. and thnuigh the iiien^ased volume 
Of their business the Sound lirms are 



given ii distinct preference over the Can- 
adian mills in the country of the latter 
—and the Americans are at the sumo 
time enabled to .send their high grade 
output East, for car building, llooring, 
etc., to sell at .fKi to Sf'l') per thonsuiul 
while the British Columbiii mills have no 
option but to include their select lum- 
ber in the foreign sliipinonts classed at 
per thousand. 
l!ul returning to the original topic, 
compulsory pilotage is no longer in vogue 
elsewhere as a general rule— uot even on 
the Columbia river, after the bar is 
passed. And according to Mr. Ward, it 
operates prejudiciaally here to nmny in- 
terests in addition to lumber exporting. 
The ship Fantasy came to load Pugt^t 
Sound lumber not long ago, and used 
JOsquininlt as her port to call for orders. 
She neither rociuirel nor used a pilot, 
yet she was compelled to pay half pilot- 
age. Hereafter, having learned the les- 
son, she will ))robnl)ly do as otlicr ships 
are doing— go to I'ort Angeles instead of 
I'jS(|niinalt. 

The coal carriers under sail no longer 
make ]t(]yal Koads their calling point. 
They go to I'orl Angeles, and thenc'e pro- 
I'ceii (lirci-l to their loading ])ort. be it 
Union, Nanainio or Departure Hay. The 
British and .\nierieaii tiigbo:its wm-k in 
combination, and lieing aware that they 
incur pilotage by coming here, Ihe coal 
ships puss by to AiiK'cles. If a lumber 
ship takes an .Viiierican tug and goes to 
11 l$ritish Colnmbiii harbm- to load, both 
the tug and the ship are called upon to 
pay pilotage. The ship owner will not 
consent to be the linal loser, and so 
eventually Ihe lumber exporter pays the 
dual charge. 

-\s to the cidlieries' concern in the 
(|iiesli(ui — take the experience? of the 
sleamsbip Mananeiise. She was in 10s- 
(inimalt, and preparing to make an out- 
ward voyage from I'uget Sound. The 
superiority of the Union coal for steani- 
ing was pointed out to her mustier, and 
he decided to go to Union to lill his 
buiikors, requiring about some 500 tons. 
In consequence the ship was forced to 
pay .'!!42.75 Victoria and $89. Nanaimo 
pilotage, or a total of $131.75, which 
added to the .$125 additional in the ririce 
of the coals over the Puget Sound "article, 
constituted the conBiderablc item of $250. 

The pilotiTge dues required of them— 
although they never use the pilot, carry- 
ing their own— Iceep the Northern Pacific 
and Nippon Yuson Kaisha liners from 
visiting British Columbia for, coiil, or 
from calling at Victori;i on their out- 
ward passages. They prevent the ma- 
jority of the Puget .Sound northern lleet 
making A'iclorin their first and last port 
of call. They are regarded in the light 
(if a most unjust tax by the regular 
lines such as the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company, and the Puget Sound and 
-Vlaskn Company. The making of their 
payment obligatory only when the pilot 
is actually employed would, in Mr. 
Ward's opinion, go far toward the pro- 
motion of business on this side of tlie 
line, and result in the circulation of 
ronsideruble money in Victorhi that un- 
der present conditions finds its way in- 
stead to the cities of the Sound.

There is another class of leglHlutUui to i 
which objection l.s taken on the ground of ; 
public jjollcy, which seeks to promote the 
Interests- o£ a province at the cxjiense of 
the rest of the Dominion. An example of 
this Is the law passed by the legislature 
of Prince Edward Island, Imposing a tax 
on the travelling salesmen of outside houses 
so high as In Its practical elTeet lo ox- 
< lude them and to preserve the Island for 
a few local wholesale houses. The eco- 
nomic Imprudence' id' such legislation, con- 
sidered from the iiolnt of view ot the con- 
sumers In I'rince I-Idwiird Island, should, 
insure Ils siieedy repeal, for being practical- 
ly in-olilbltlve in Its operation 11 caiinol he 
Justllled on the ground that It Is a reviuiue 
producer. The pas.sago of such exclusive 
legislation Is certttlnly abhorrent to the 
principle of confctlmtlon. It works an In- 
iury to the eommerclal interests ot the 
Iirovluces. The boards of trade of Toronto, 
.Montreal and other places have entered a 
protest, and strong pressure has been 
brought to bear upon the government with 
Ihe view of seeurlug the repeal of the act. 
■I'ne matter Is now receiving consideration. 

It Is not pixihable that the Dominion gov- 
ernment will seek to interfere with llrltlsh 
Ciilunihia legislation excluding aliens from 
taking up mining claims, but some steps 
will have to be taken to secure a modlllca- 
tion of the legislation of that province 
which seeks to exclude Japanese, and 
which classes them with Chinese ns ob- 
Jectlonoble immigrants. The fact cannot 
lie got over that tlijs exclusive legislation 
is backed by public sentiment on the coast, 
where the eflect ot Asiatic competition in 
Ihe labor market Is severely felt. As a 
measure of self-]iieserval Ion, white men 
believe that Chinese and .laiianese must be 
kept out of the ciiiiiitry. The government 
of Jaiiaii has kiilged a jirotesl with the 
llrltlsh governineht against the action ot 
llrltlsh Coluinhla, and .Mr. (^launberlaln 
has, through the government al Ottawa, 
aski'd Itrltlsb Colmnbia to remove the stlg- 
iiia which bus been placed uponHhe people 
of ,1 a Jill 11. The British Columbia govern- 
nient Is not iirepiired to comply with the 
wish of the !n.|ierlal government, and the 
result mav be a disagreeable iaternatlomil 
coiuiillcation. If steps are not taken to 
avert It. Julian tlireatens retaliation, and 
ns the pcoiile of tlnit country are both spir- 
ited and self-respecting, the threat may he 
put into execution, to the Injury of Hritish 
I'nluuihla and (.'aiaiila, and to the dlsturl>- 
ance ot iieaceful relations between Great 
lirltain and .lapan. , 

^Vlth the eastorn question pressing for 
solution. Great Itrltaln cannot afford to 
sacrlQce the friendship of Japan, and the 
enibarrasBment caused by such legislation 
us that of the Pacific coast province Is In- 
teiisllled by the peculiar circumstances ot 
tile time. The llrltlsh Columbia govern- 
ment. In the face of the overwhelming son- 
tlmciit In favor of the law, may feel Itself 
powerless to provide the remedy, and, an a 
remedy must be found, resort may and 
probably w"l '"e had to the iiower of dlsal- 
lowiince. It should be remembered that 
the .Japanese exclusion act was not passed 
tjy the present government, but by the 
l urner government; but both parties In the 
province have accepted the principle upon 
which It Is based. There must either be 
illsiillownncc or voluntary repeal of the 
Prince Edward Island law Imposing a II- 
censu on commercial travellers, and like- 
wise of the British Columbia law excluding 
.inpanese.

According to 
a recent article In tbe Kevue Sclentlllque, 
the workers, many of whom were from the 
low-lying province of Hologua, worked 
perfectly well In 181)(!, when the elevj 'Un-i 
was below 2,-100 feet; but In 1S1I7, when they 
were getting above tlmt height, the work- 
men began to complain ot lassitude, bad 
headaches; loss of appetite, and other 
symptoms, which at flrot led the doctor 
to think an epidemic of Influenza bad 
broken out. None of the affected men 
could do anything like their usual amount 
or work; and though a short stay at Zer- 
matt. In the valley below, banished the un- 
pleasant symptoms, they returned as se- 
verely ns before when the men resumed 
work on the mountain. The outcome ot 
the ohservntloiis was that the average man 
may be counted on to work -.ip to a hcdght 
of about 2,a00 feet; above ;!,;«)() his lieallli 
and working jiower are seriously alfecled. 
In the cad all the workmen from the plains 
bad to be dismissed, and only Mounlaln- 
brcd men engaged.
